Mr. Johnstone’s Examination. 
When Mr. Johnstone resumed his 


examination of W. H. Cushing this 
morning he first questioned him with 
reference to the meeting of November 
14th, 1808, when the premier gave his 
promise of legislation to Clarke. On 
the previous day a meeting had been 
held between the company’s engineers 
and John Stocks and John Chalmers 
to discuss the nature of the country 
through whieh it was proposed to 
build the railway. On the evening of 
November l4th a cabinet meeting was 
held at which Mr. Cushing says he 
was introduced to Mr. Clarke for the 
first time. . 

“Had there been any discussion with 
members of the government prior to 
this of the guarantee of bonds?” asked 
Mr. Johnstone. 

“No, not that I have a remembrance 
of, It is not clear in my mind.” 

General Policy Not Discussed. 

Mr.-Cushing went on to say that 
the general railway policy of the gov- 
ernment was not discussed then, but it 
was decided to guarantee bonds of the 
A. & G. W. 

“Did you oppose the guaranteeing 
of the bonds?” asked Mr. Johnstone, 
and the reply was, “No.” 

The counsel asked for a full account 
of the meeting. The witness said one 
member of the government suggested 
$15,000 per mile as a guarantee and 
that they worked up to $20,000 per 
mile. He objected to $20,000 except 
as the limit on a percentage basis. 

“If the road was to cost $22,000 per 
mile what was your idea of the am- 
ount the company would get?” asked 
Justice Harvey. 

**§20,000 per mile.’ 

“And if it cost $20,000?” 

“Still $20,000. That was the maxi- 
mum.” 

“Rut that is more than 80 per cent. 
of the $20,000, which you say was all 
you understood they were to get on 
progress estimates?” 

Mr. Johnstone again took up the ex- 
amination and asked whether he un- 
derstood that the amount of the guar- 
autee had been fixed at $20,000; but he 
said he had not understood this and 
thought the legislature was to fix the 
amount. He thought the $20,000 was 
to be the maximum and not the mile 
to mile guarantee.

M:. Cushing said he had written 
this letter, dated October 7th, on Sep- 
tember 14th, wae same day as the let- 
ter to Mr. Oliver, and had delivered 
it to Mr. Rutherford himself. The 
meeting was held after the letter had 
veen wriiten. 

Never Heard of Specifications. 

Mr. Johnstone asked with refercnee 
to the October meeting, which he 
thought was held on the Sth, instead 
of the 7th. This was the last meet 
ing he had attended, He had not 
heard of the Crow’s Nest specifica- 
tions until several days before the 
meeting of the House.”

STRANGE COMET PHENOMENON 


District in Newfoundland Covered By 
Sulohur Ashes. 


Halifax, N. 8., May 25.—Captains 
of vessels arriving in north Sydney 
from the southern sections of New- 
foundiland report an atmospheric 
prenomenon on Wednesday, when the 
comet was supposed to pass between 
the earth and the sun.

A LEAGUE OF PEACE

All Nations Claim to Desire 
Which Should Make an 
ment Possible, 


London, May 24.—The Peace Society 


veld its meeting last night. It was 
chiefly characterized by an address 
by Andrew Oannegie, who urged a 


world peace, which has given renew- 
ed impetus te the hopes that King 
George and Kaiser Wilhelm will join 
hands as the peace lords of Burope 
Mr. Carnegie, in his address, said 
in part: “The killing of man by man 
as a means of settling international 
disputes is the foulest blot on human 
society. Every statesman and am- 
bassador of every country repeatedly 
has protested that the armaments of 
his country are for protection only 
Assuming, then, that al] nations long 
for peace, surely if some of the chiet 
nations approach each other a league 
of peace would be almost certain to 
result.” 
The Morning Post criticises a des- 
etiption by Mr. Carnegie of war as a 
crime and his assertion that it knew 
nothing of righteous judgment. Th 
Post says: “If Mr. Carnegie’s idea 
that war is a crime be right, then Lin-

Famous Explorer Talks of Experi. 
vences in the Region of Perpetual 
lee and le 


Winnipeg, May 22—Walking rest- 
leasly to and fro, after the manner 
o1 a tiger in a cage, Sir Ernest Shack 
leton talked for an hour this morning 
to a number of Jocal newspaper men 
in a room in the Royal Alexandra. The 
visitor was evidently completely en: 
grossed in the many details of the 
work in which he is still engaged, and 
in plans for the future, regarding 
Which he spoke fully, repleing to all 
questions which were addressed to 
him. His journey to the far south 
was described in some detail,and many 
interesting facts were brought out. 

Sir Ernest is somewhat of a surprise 
in the matter of his personal appear- 
ance, even to those who have examin- 
e] with care the numerous photograprs 
of him which have been published. 
He is for one thing very much younger 
looking than any one who was familiar 
with his exploits might suppose. There 
is mot a grey hair in his head, and he 
is apparently just at the beginning of 
his career, is* vigor, energy and 
enthusiasm are apparent at every mo- 
ment. 

Worships Efficiency. 

**My great god,”’ he said in his con- 
versation this morning, ‘‘is efficiency,” 

The explorer is a man of medium 
height and build, clean shaven, with 
just enough ofthe Englishman in his 
inanner to lead one to believe that he 
was from Great Britain, 

There are severai gooa reasons why 
Sir Ernest should receive a very warm 
welcome in this city, and why the 
Walker theatre should be crowded to- 
night, One of these consists in the 
fact that thé visitor is making a heroic 
effort at the present time to secure 
the money to pay the cost of the ex- 

dition to the Southern pole, which 

@ made as a British subject. Those 
who are unfamiliar with the nature of 
such an undertaking have no com- 
prehension of the cost involved, To 
fit out the expedition which got farth- 
est south, there was required the sum 
of $300,000, Part of this was sub- 
scribed by friends, but the larger ani 
ount was secured from banks on cn- 
dorsed paper, for which the visitor is 
responsible. At the present moment 
although every dollar received from 
his lectures and books has gone to the 
discharge of this debt, there is still 
thousands of pounds to be paid. 

The lecture on its merite has filled 
theatres in every country of Europe, 
and bas been heard by most enthusi- 
astic audiences in the United States. 

Will Not Go Back. 

“‘No, I will not.go hack to the south 
pole,”’ he said replying to a question. 
“Captain Scott will leave on June 1 
on this expedition and I think that 
he will reach it. I predict that he 
will be at the South pole on December 
22, 1911, within a week of this date 
either way. He is a very sound man, 
and there doeg not appear to be much 
doubt that he will succeed. Of 
course he will have no bed of roses, 
and_he will have to.keep hiseyes skin- 
ned, He is well equipped and has 


_ everything. that he ought to have to 


succeed, 

“An explorer in the arctic. regions 
is compelled to take many chances, 
and I consider it a remarkable thing 
that we got through without a single 
accident to a member of our party. 
If an explorer does not take chances 
Ike will never get anywhere; You go 
to sleep at night, for instance, and you 
know that if the wind blows, it means 
death to you owing to the peculiarity 
of your éituation. 

“You see great crevasses ahead of 
you, but you must go forward. To go 
round would cost you a-couple of 
days. You take chances with death 
every day, ‘but we were, exceedingly 
fortunate. 

“Our great trouble was that we were 
short of money. We had promises of 
support from well Known and rich Am- 
ericans, but the crisis came on and 
these monies were not paid. The re- 
sult was a stringency. which lasted 
from the moment we began our jour- 
ney. 

Large Area of Rock. 

“The area of rock about the south- 
ern pole is larger than the entire area 
of the United States. The pole is on 
a great plateau, about 12,000 feet 

yve the level of the sea. It cannot 
ue much higher than this, since if 
there had been any great rise in the 
land we would have been able to de- 
tect it from the point which we reach- 
ed. It is also unlikely that there is 
any great dip, 60 that it is safe to 
say that the location of the pole is 
about 12,000 feet above sea level, 

“There is no difficulty in the mat- 
ter of the navigation of the southern 
waters. Any small vessel can go in 
there in perfect salety. That coast 
is now as accurately charted as the 


_ coast of Great Britain. 


which we discovered is 
of no great value. It is a poor quality 
of lignite and no use will ever be 
made of it, There are indications of 
gold, the rock formation being very 
similar to the gold bearing rock of 
Australia, If any real discoveries of 
gold should be made, the mines would 
be more readily accessible than those 
of the Klondyke. Any vessel could 
run in there during the summer, the 
men could spend a few months in 
mining and come out in the fall 

“For transportation we used Man- 
churian ponies. These animals tace 
the flerce winds of the Antaretic much 
better than dogs They weighed 
about 700 pounds and were 14 hands 
high. In addition to their greater 
value to pull the load, they were also 
more serviceable when the time came 
to kill and eat them. Our-sleda were 
made in Norway, improved Scott-Nan- 
sen sleds, made of American hickory. 
Our best time on the way hhome was 
22 miles one day, 26 miles one day 
and- 29 miles a third day Later, 
however, when ‘we were not so for 
tunate, we dropped down to eight 
miles in the day 

* Lacked Fifty Pounds 

We were three months on the way 

home, and our food supply was quite 


“The coal 


exhausted. As you know, fifty 
pounds more food and we would have 
reached the pole, but we did not have 
it. The lowest temperature we en- 
countered was 60 degrees, but at that 
it was a dead calm. Day after day, 
the thermometer registered 40 below, 
and at that time we were facing a 

le. The beard of one of our men 
ecame so matted and frozen that he 
was compelled to lay down to take 
his food. The long arctic night did 
We had too much to 
do. We had no servants and we did 
our own work. We had no summer. 
The thermometer never rose above 
zero. We started the ascent and as 
we went up the weather continued 


wintry. 

We got no food from the country. 
There is no life whatever within 730 
mniles of the pole. 

We sailed in the Nimrod on Febru- 
ary 12, 1907. The Nimrod waq 42 
years old, and was jeaking badly. We 


not seem long. 


carried 37 men, 9 dogs, 10 ponies, one 
motor car, and stores for two years. 
During the entire period of our ab 
sence we took astronomical readings 
every two hours 

“Ie it possible that you really think 
of making your future home in Can- 
ada?’ Sir Ernest was asked. 

Will Make Canada His Home. 

In reply the visitor said that this 
was the only plan which he had tor 
the future. Canada, he believes, will, 
in the course of fifty years, be one of 
the great world powers. Its hidden 
resources are in his judgment  enor- 
mous. The country which attracts 
him as an explorer is the vast terri- 
tory to the west of Hudson Bay. 

The visitor refused absolutely 
discuss the Peary-Oook controversy.

500,000 POPULATION | 


Quebec's Capital, by Annexing Sub. meyer-Klder 


urban Cities and Natural In- 
crease, Has Grown From 266,000 
to Half a Million in Ten Years. 


Montreal, May 23.—It is estimated 
that Montreal's population is within 
speaking distance of the half million) 
mark, it having increased by leaps 
and bounds of jate, owing net only to 
immigration and natural ways, but 
by the annexation of seven outlying 
municipalities, which have long been 
practically part of the city, although | 
under separate charters. A year ago, 
Montreal’s population was estimated 
at, 390,000, with 80,009 for the «ub- 
urbs. With the present annexation 
legislation now going through at Que- 
bee, the city’s population will in. 
crease to 450,000, while ite area will 
be doubled. When adjoining cities. 
such as Maisonneuve, with 25,000, and 
Westmount, with 12,000, and other 
lesser places are added, Greater Mont- 
real will become a great city of an 
easy half milion and a strong grow- 
ing tendency. Ten years ago the 
city’s population was given as 266,000. 


NO BRITISH DECADENCE. 


Premier of Western Australia Praises 
England's Business Methods.

SPORTS AT FORT 


Garrison Town's Victoria Day 
Luz Celebration Greatest Ever 
: Held in Province 


» More than seven thousand people 
Rathered at Fort Saskatchewan yester- 
day to witness the largest athletic meet 
ever held in he province of Alberta. 
‘Tempted by the prospect of an ex- 
ceptionally fine exhibition, and en- 
cowraged by the ideal weather condi- 
tions that prevailed in the early morn- 
ing, and which gave every promise of 
continuance throughout the day, sev- 
eral thousand people left Edmonton 
for the Fort on the three epecial trains 
that depatted from the C. N. R. depot 
respectively at 8, 9.30 and 11 o’clock, 
each of which was filled to overflow- 
— happy citizens on pleasure 
nt. 


A continuous series of events in 
which many aibleies of provincial 
note took part, filled the day with in- 
terest for the immense gathering that 
Tilled the beautiful park, A printed 
program was provided and carried out 
in a manner that did credit to the 
management, and was highly appreci- 
ated by everyone who had been an- 
noyed in the past by the vexatious 
changes and delays by which such 
exhibitions are commonly attended, 

Prizes amounting to §2,000 were 
offered, and the popularity and stand- 
ing of the meet may be guaged from 
the fact that 180 entries for the vari- 
ous events were made, 

For those who sought relief from the 
uninterrupted succession of athletic 
events various amusements were pro 
vided in the grounds, 

The local orchestra, together with 
the Strathcona band, presented an ex: 
cellent. musical program, though, 
from their close proximity to the 
judges’ stand, causing those officials 
occasional distress, when, for one rea- 
son or another, it became necessary 
for them to make themselves heard by 
the spectators or by those taking part 
in the events.
